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ADMIRAL WAESCHE REVIEWS 
PHILADELPHIA REGIMENT 
OF SECURITY FORCE 


A review of the Philadelphia Regi- 
ment of the Volunteer Port Security 
Force of the United States Coast Guard 
was held at the Convention Hall in 
Philadelphia, Pa., on May 21. Vice 
Admiral Russell R. Waesche, Com- 
mandant of the Coast Guard, accom- 
panied by Rear Admiral Robert Dono- 
hue, chief personnel officer, reviewed 
the regiment as platoon after platoon 
marched past. The entire regiment of 


2,000 officers and men, with the excep- 
tion of those on duty that night, partici- 


pated in the ceremony. 

Admirals Waesche and Donohue and 
Coast Guard representatives of the vari- 
ous naval districts on the Atlantic and 
Gulf coasts and on: the Great Lakes 
were first taken on a tour of the water 
front during the afternoon. This tour 
was conducted by Capt. E. A. Coffin, dis- 
trict Coast Guard officer of the fourth 
naval district, and Commander Harold 
Scott, commanding officer of the Phila- 
delphia Regiment. The party observed 
at first hand the work being done by 
the volunteers in safeguarding the val- 
uable water-front facilities of the port 
of Philadelphia. 

Early dinner was served to the guests 
at the Union League Club, the party 
then going to Convention Hall for the 
regimental review. Following the re- 
view, Captain Coffin and Commander 
Scott welcomed the assemblage on be- 
half of the fourth naval district and the 
Port Security Force. 

After being introduced by Capt. 
Arnaud C. Marts, special assistant to 
the chief personnel officer on Volunteer 
Port Security Forces, Admiral Waesche 
spoke on the Coast Guard and its re- 
sponsibility for the security of the ports 
of the Nation.

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CUTTER “ICARUS” SINKS SUB; 
33 MEMBERS OF CREW 
TAKEN PRISONER 


Circumstances surrounding the action 
which earned for Lt. Comdr. Maurice 
D. Jester the Navy Cross were re- 
cently made public, when it was dis- 
closed that the Coast Guard cutter 
Icarus, some months ago, sank a Ger- 
man submarine and took 33 members of 
its crew prisoner. 

The Jcarus, under the command of 
Jester, at that time a lieutenant, was 
making a routine patrol off the Caro- 
lina coast when the underseas craft 
was detected dead ahead and about 
100 yards distant. General quarters 
was sounded, and the Jcarus proceeded 
to the attack. Patterns of depth 
charges were released over the sub- 
marine, and air bubbles rose to the 
surface. 

Suddenly the crippled U-boat shot 
up from below, her bow pointing sky- 
ward at a 45-degree angle. The con- 
ning tower opened, and crew members 
made for the deck gun. The guns of 
the Icarus opened fire, and as the 
submarine began to sink, the Germans 
jumped into the sea. The vessel sud- 
denly made its final plunge beneath the 
surface. The Icarus then picked up the 
33 survivors, including the submarine’s 
commanding officer, and brought them 
back to port as prisoners of war. 

The citation which accompanied the 
award of the Navy Cross to Lieutenant 
Commander Jester reads: 

“For distinguished service in the line 
of his profession as commanding officer 
of the United States Coast Guard cutter 
Icarus during a successful action with 
an enemy German submarine. His 
persistence, alertness, determination, 
and judgment, both during and after 
the attack, resulted in sinking the 
enemy submarine and capturing the 
commanding officer, 1 other officer, and 
31 members of the crew.” 
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TRAINING OF COAST GUARD 
SPARS FULLY SEPARATED 
FROM NAVY WAVES 


The training of members of the 
Women’s Reserve of the United States 
Coast Guard, known as the SPARS, for- 
merly carried on jointly with the Navy 
WAVES, has now been established on 
a fully independent basis. Separation 
of the training functions of the two 
organizations, brought about by the 
Navy’s urgent need for all the facilities 
at its disposal, is expected to offer many 
advantages, including a more effective 
indoctrination. 

Facilities have been obtained at Palm 
Beach, Fla., for the training of enlisted 
members of the SPARS and were placed 
in commission on June 14, under the 
command of Comdr. Frank T. Kenner, 
assisted by Lt. Teresa Crowley as senior 
SPAR officer. 

In the future all SPAR officer candi- 
dates will receive all their training at 
the Coast Guard Academy, New London, 
Conn., omitting the initial 4 weeks pre- 
viously spent at the Naval Reserve 
Midshipmen’s School, at Smith College, 
Northampton, Mass. 

The training school at Palm Beach 
opened on June 14.with a muster of 
more than 800 SPARS, half of them just 
entering on training and the other half 
just arrived after a basic training period 
at the naval training school in the 
Bronx. At Palm Beach the Coast 
Guard has quarters for 2,200 enlisted 
women and approximately 50 officers, 
half of the latter to be SPARS. 

The training program at Palm Beach 
will include that of all enlisted recruits 
and also those studying for storekeeper 
and yeomen ratings. Recruits are in 
training for 4 weeks, while the store- 
keeper’s specialty school requires an 
additional 16 weeks, and the yeoman 
school, an additional 12 to 16 weeks. 

Prior to June 14, the date of the open- 
ing of the Palm Beach Training Station, 
approximately 1,500 enlisted SPARS 
had been trained at Navy training 
schools. 


PICKET BOAT CONTRACTOR 
IS AWARDED ARMY-NAVY 
PRODUCTION E 


For an outstanding record in the 
building of boats for military service, 
the Richardson Boat Co., Inc., was re- 
cently presented with the Army-Navy E 
award, the Nation’s highest honor for 
production excellence, at ceremonies 
held in the firm’s yards at North Tona- 
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wanda, N. Y. This company, which 
is building 38-foot cabin picket boats 
for the United States Coast Guard, has 
thus far completed 100 of this type of 
craft, with an additional 17 still on 
order. 

The school children of North Tona- 
wanda were also honored at the cere- 
monies for their purchase of $95,000 in 
war bonds, sufficient to pay for the 
building of more than seven picket 
boats for the Coast Guard. Their ini- 
tial goal had been only $13,500, the cost 
of one boat. 

The presentation of the Army-Navy 
E award followed an inspection of the 
Richardson plant by visiting Army, 
Navy, and Coast Guard officers. Capt. 
Ralph W. Dempwolf, district Coast 
Guard officer of the ninth naval dis- 
trict at Cleveland, made the presenta- 
tion speech and was assisted in the 
color ceremony by a detail of men from 
the Buffalo Coast Guard Station. Mar- 
tial airs were played by the North 
Tonawanda High School Band. 

Lt. Comdr. Alfred Hansen, chief 
naval architect at Coast Guard head- 
quarters, presented the school children 
with a commemorative plaque for their 
school, a duplicate of one to be 
mounted on a Coast Guard picket boat 
soon to go into active service. 

In presenting the plaque to the chil- 
dren, Lieutenant Commander Hansen 
said in part: “You girls and boys, in 
sponsoring the purchase of this boat, 
have, by your patriotic efforts, made 
an outstanding contribution to victory. 
You have every reason to be proud of 
the record you have set, and your ac- 
complishment stands as an example to 
all young Americans. The Coast Guard 
thanks you and is extremely grateful. 
It is appropriate that you should re- 
ceive this plaque as a memento of this 
occasion. * * * The duplicate cf 
this plaque will be mounted on a cabin 
picket boat, soon to go into service, to 
accompany her in any action, victorious 
or otherwise, in which she may engage. 
Your plaque, I understand, is to be 
placed in the auditorium of one of your 
schools * * *”, 

Lieutenant Commander Hansen also 
described an action in which one of 
these small craft seriously disabled an 
enemy submarine in the Caribbean Sea. 
The boat, returning to its base after 
a routine patrél, discovered the sub- 
marine breaking the surface of the 
water directly in front of it. Racing 
full speed over the stern of the sub- 
marine, which was still under water, 
two depth charges were dropped, prac- 
tically tearing off the afterend of the 
sub and rendering her helpless. 
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CONGRESSIONAL BOARD MAKES 
ANNUAL INSPECTION OF 
COAST GUARD ACADEMY 


The Congressional Board of Visitors 
to the United States Coast Guard 
Academy made its annual visit of in- 
spection to that institution at New 
London, Conn., on April 30, 1943, and 
its report thereon commended the con- 
dition of the academy and the manner 
in which it is run. 

The formal meeting of the Board was 
held at the academy on May 1, and 
Congressman Joseph O’Brien was elect- 
ed chairman. Capt. Ellis Reed-Hill, 
United States Coast Guard, was desig- 
nated as secretary of the Board. Two 
members of the advisory committee of 
the Coast Guard Academy, namely, 
Prof. H. L. Seward, of Yale University, 
chairman, and Prof. G. E. Russell, of 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
were also present at the meeting. 

At the request of the Board, Rear 
Admiral James Pine, superintendent of 
the academy, appeared and explained 
that in 1932 the academy was designed 
to house a maximum capacity of 208 
eadets. Three years ago, prior to the 
war and anticipating wartime needs, 
the capacity of the academy was in- 
creased to 150 rooms. The Cadet 
Corps has now been doubled, while the 
course has been reduced from 4 to 3 
years. He explained how, in addition 
to regular cadet training, the academy 
was taking in about 300 reserve cadets 
per month for a 4-month course. Since 
June some 1,600 Reserve officers have 
already been graduated and have been 
commissioned ensigns in the Coast 
Guard Reserve. He further stated 
that, by use of 83-foot patrol boats 
regularly assigned to the academy and 
to others assigned temporarily, about 
half of the reserves graduated were be- 
ing instructed in antisubmarine war- 
fare. 

Rear Admiral Pine explained the 
method in selecting reserve material, 
which had been limited to college grad- 
uates with degrees. Now, however, 
selections are made from suitable en- 
listed men already in the service. 
Mention was made at this time of the 
reserve training at St. Augustine. The 
training there, similar to the academy’s 
Reserve course, is limited to those 
officers now in the service who have not 
had previous indoctrination. 

Based on its observation, inspections, 
and testimony adduced from officers 
and cadets, and after careful discus- 
sion and consideration, the Board rec- 
ommended that sufficient 83-foot fully 
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equipped Coast Guard cutters or cor- 
vettes be furnished in order that all 
reserve cadets may be trained in anti- 
submarine warfare; that modern ord- 
nance material be supplied in quanti- 
ties sufficient for the proper instruction 
of all cadets; that officers and other 
personnel returning from combat areas 
with information regarding the war and 
the Coast Guard’s part in it be ordered 
to the academy to give lectures and 
descriptive accounts to the cadet corps; 
and that preliminary steps be taken to 
negotiate with the city of New London 
for the transfer to the academy of a 
strip of land on Riverside Park, adjoin- 
ing the academy reservation on the 
south, for the site of the proposed 
chapel. 

The Board commended very highly 
the Coast Guard Academy. It found 
this institution to be in excellent physi- 
cal condition; to be an institution of 
high scholastic attainments. The cadet 
corps, which is composed of a group of 
young Americans selected from every 
part of the country by a competitive 
examination open to all, is a body 
whose esprit and discipline are of the 
highest order. The Board was particu- 
arly impressed by the outstanding work 
being done by this institution while un- 
dergoing great emergent expansion, in- 
cluding the training of 2,400 cadets per 
year for reserve commissions as deck 
and engineering officers, as well as 475 
SPAR officer candidates. 

The Board also registered its high 
opinion of the excellent and invaluable 
contribution made by the advisory com- 
mittee in its relationship with the acad- 
emy. The personnel of the committee 
and its achievements made a marked 
impression on the Board of Visitors. 

The 1943 Board of Visitors to the 
Coast Guard Academy was composed of 
the following Senators and Members of 
the House of Representatives: 

Senators: Hon. Francis Maloney, of 
Connecticut; Hon. Edward V. Robert- 
son, of Wyoming, appointed by Hon. 
Josiah W. Bailey, of North Carolina, 
chairman of the Committee on Com- 
merce, United States Senate, and ex offi- 
cio member of the Board of Visitors; 
Hon. Claude Pepper, of Florida, ap- 
pointed by the Vice President of the 
Senate; the Honorable Pat McCarran, 
of Nevada, was later appointed to serve 
in place of the Honorable Josiah W. 
Bailey. 

Members of the House of Represent- 
atives: Hon. Herbert Bonner, of North 
Carolina; Hon. Joseph J. O’Brien, of 
New York; Hon. James Domengeaux, of 
Louisiana, all appointed by Hon. Schuy- 
ler O. Bland, chairman of the Com- 
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mittee on the Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries and ex officio member of the 
Board of Visitors, 

The Honorable Aime J. Forand, of 
Rhode Island, and Hon. Karl Stefan, 
of Nebraska, were appointed by the 
Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives. The Honorable Herbert C. Bon- 
ner, Hon. James Domengeaux, and Hon, 
Karl Stefan were unable to attend. 
The Honorable John W. Gwynne, of 
Iowa, was later appointed in the place 
of Mr. Stefan; there was not sufficient 
time, however, to replace Mr. Domen- 
geaux and Mr. Bonner. 

The Congressional Board departed 
from Washington on April 30, accom- 
panied by Rear Admiral Frank J. Gor- 
man, finance officer of the Coast Guard, 
and Captain Ellis Reed-Hill, public re- 
lations officer. On arrival in New Lon- 
don, the congressional party was enter- 
tained at a dinner at the Mohican 
Hotel, which was attended by several 
members of the academy’s advisory 
committee and a number of senior 
Coast Guard officers attached to the 
academy and other units in the New 
London area. Following the dinner, 
service films were shown depicting ac- 
tivities of the academy and life in the 
Coast Guard. 


INTERNATIONAL, INLAND, AND 
PILOT RULES NOW ISSUED 
IN SINGLE PUBLICATION 


A new publication, containing both 
the international rules and the inland 
rules for preventing collisions at sea and 
on water connected therewith, has just 
been published by the United States 
Coast Guard and is now available for 
free distribution. The new publication 
is entitled “Rules to Prevent Collisions 
of Vessels and Pilot Rules for Certain 
Inland Waters of the Atiantic and Pa- 
cific Coasts and of tle Coast of the Gulf 
of Mexico.” 

In the publication has been combined 
the Pilot Rules for Inland Waters and 
Commerce Department Circular No. 230, 
both of which have heretofore been pub- 
lished separately. The international 
and inland rules for the prevention of 
collisions have been set up in compari- 
son form for easy reference. The docu- 
mentary size pages of the pamphlet 
have been divided into two columns, 
with the international rules in the left- 
hand column and the corresponding in- 
land rules in the right-hand column. 

The revised international rules are 
statutory and govern all vessels of the 
United States on the high seas and on 
certain inland waters navigable by sea-

going vessels, not covered already by the 
inland rules or any special rule relative 
to the navigation of any harbor, river, 
or inland: waters, which has been duly 
made by local authority. 

The inland rules are statutory, and 
the regulations contained in the pilot 
rules are by statute declared special 
rules duly made by local authority. 
The inland rules and pilot rules govern 
all vessels navigating the harbors, 
rivers, and inland waters of the United 
States, except the Great Lakes and 
their connecting and tributary waters 
as far east as Montreal and the Red 
River of the North and rivers emptying 
into the Gulf of Mexico and their tribu- 
taries. 


NEW LIGHT LIST COMBINES 
FORMER NORTH AND SOUTH 
ATLANTIC LISTS 


A new Light List for 1943, entitled 
“Light List, Atlantic and Gulf Coasts 
of the United States,” has just been 
published by the Coast Guard and is 
now obtainable from the Superintendent 
of Documents, Washington, D. C., at a 
cost of 65 cents per copy. The list is 
in new form, being a consolidation of 
the North Atlantic and South Atlantic 
Light Lists which were previously 
published in separate volumes. 

The new Light List describes all the 
lighted aids to navigation maintained 
by or under the authority of the United 
States Coast Guard on the Atlantic 
and Gulf coasts of the United States, 
from the St. Croix River, Maine, to the 
Rio Grande, and in the Unjted States 
West Indian Islands. It does not in- 
clude a description of unlighted buoys 
and beacons, publication of which has 
been temporarily suspended. 

New symbols, indicating aids which 
are temporarily inoperative or have 
been removed or altered, appear for the 
first time in this latest Light List. The 
symbol “TE” indicates a light that has 
been temporarily extinguished, “TR” 
designates a light temporarily replaced 
by an unlighted buoy, “TRB” indicates 
a light temporarily replaced by an un- 
lighted bell buoy, and “CR” indicates 
that the candlepower of the light has 
been temporarily reduced. 

Mariners are warned that, owing to 
war conditions, the operation of aids 
to navigation, including lights, fog 
signals, and radiobeacons on the coasts 
of the United States and its Territories, 
may be interrupted, suspended, or 
visibility reduced without notice and 
that the distinctive appearance of any 
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aid to navigation structure, as de- 
scribed in the published lists, is sub- 
ject to change without notice. 


NEW CUTTER “SWEETGUM” IS 
LAUNCHED AT DULUTH YARD 


The tender-class cutter Sweetgum has 
recently been launched at the yard of 
the Marine Iron & Shipbuilding Co., at 
Duluth, Minn., and will soon be ready 
to take its place in the Coast Guard’s 
expanding fleet. 

The Sweetgum has a length over-all 
of 180 feet, a molded beam of 37 feet, a 
draft of 12 feet, and a displacement of 
approximately 935 tons. The hull is of 
steel, and the vessel is powered with 
Diesel-electric equipment. 

Lt. Comdr. Dorothy C. Stratton, the 
Director of the Women’s Reserve of the 
United States Coast Guard Reserve, 
the SPARS, acted as sponsor for the 
new vessel at ceremonies attending the 
launching. 


WILLIAM FISHER RETIRES 


William Fisher, supervising mer- 
chant-marine inspector at San Fran- 
cisco, Calif., retired on April 30, 1943, 
after nearly 31 years of service in the 
former Bureau of Marine Inspection 
and Navigation and the United States 
Coast Guard. 

Mr. Fisher, a graduate of the New 
York State Nautical School, began his 
career as a boy on sailing vessels and 
advanced to master mariner and com- 
manded large oceangoing vessels. Mr. 
Fisher entered the Steamboat Inspec- 
tion Service as assistant inspector of 
hulls, Seattle, Wash., in 1912. He was 
promoted to the position of local in- 
spector of hulls at that same port in 
1917. In 1918 Mr. Fisher was appointed 
to the position of supervising inspector 
of the eleventh inspection district, Seat- 
tle, Wash., and in 1934 was transferred 
to San Francisco as supervising in- 
spector of the first inspection district. 

At the time of the reorganization of 
the inspection districts in November 
1936, Mr. Fisher was appointed super- 
vising inspector of the seventh district, 
which included the entire west coast of 
the United States, Hawaii, and Alaska. 
When certain functions of the Bureau 
of Marine Inspection and Navigation 
were transferred to the United States 
Coast Guard on March 1, 1942, Mr. 
Fisher assumed the position of super- 
vising merchant-marine inspector of the 
twelfth naval district, with headquar- 
ters at San Francisco, Calif. 
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SAN FRANCISCO UNITS MAKE 
100 PERCENT AIRPLANE 
SPOTTING RECORD 


Maximum efficiency in the spotting 
and reporting of airplanes was the rec- 
ord attained by the Coast Guard obser- 
vation posts in the San Francisco area, 
according to a letter of commendation 
from the San Francisco air defense 
wing of the Fourth Fighter Command 
of the Air Corps. 

The 14 coastal lookout units of the 
Coast Guard in the San Francisco area 
submitted a total of 1,775 reports to the 
aircraft warning service during the 
month of March. Of this total, approx- 
imately 1,000 reports were checked for 
accuracy, and not a miss was recorded. 


CONGRESSIONAL MEDAL OF 
HONOR AWARDED TO COAST 
GUARDSMAN POSTHUMOUSLY 


A 22-year-old United States Coast 
Guardsman, who heroically gave his 
life to aid in the rescue of a _ be- 
leaguered Marine battalion in the 
Solomon Islands, has been awarded the 
Congressional Medal of Honor posthu- 
mously by the President of the United 
States. He was Douglas Albert Munro, 
signalman, first class, of South Cle 
Elum, Wash. 

His citation reads: 

“For extraordinary heroism and con- 
spicuous gallantry in action above and 
beyond the call of duty as officer in 
charge of a group of Higgins boats, 
engaged in the evacuation of a battal- 
ion of marines trapped by enemy Ja- 
panese forces at Point Cruz, Guadal- 
eanal, on September 27, 1942. After 
making preliminary plans for the 
evacuation of nearly 500 beleaguered 
marines, Munro, under constant risk of 
his life, daringly led five of his small 
eraft toward the shore. As he closed 
the beach, he signaled the others to 
land; and then, in order to draw the 
enemy’s fire and protect the heavily 
loaded boats, he valiantly placed his 
craft with its two small guns as a 
shield between the breachhead and the 
Japanese. When the perilous task of 
evacuation was nearly completed, 
Munro was killed by enemy fire, but his 
crew, two of whom were wounded, car- 
ried on until the last boat had loaded 
and cleared the beach. By his out- 
standing leadership, expert planning, 
and dauntless devotion to duty, he and 
his courageous comrades undoubtedly 
saved the lives of many who otherwise 
would have perished. He gallantly 
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gave up his life in defense of his 
country.” 


AWARDED MERCHANT MARINE 
DISTINGUISHED SERVICE 
MEDAL 


Mr. Paul Brown, a merchant-marine 
inspector of the Coast Guard stationed 
at New York, has been awarded a 
Merchant Marine Distinguished Service 
Metal for heroic action recently per- 
formed while he was serving as com- 
manding officer of a vessel of the 
United States merchant marine, The 
medal was presented to Mr. Brown by 
a member of the United States Mari- 
time Commission at ceremonies held in 
Boston on May 22. 

The Merchant Marine Distinguished 
Service Medal, one of the highest dis- 
tinctions available to merchant seamen, 
is awarded only after definite proof of 
conspicuous gallantry or service in line 
of duty.
